As auch 
it is his privilege to lay hands upon the relics 
of Mchamed. ‘This the Sheik-ul-Islam may not 
do. Now, the Sultan nominates, and may 
depose, the Sheik-ul Islam, Bat this is a re- 
ciproosl arrangement, for if ths Salt: n'- 
amiable subjects determine to marder or other- 
wise efface their lord they may not do eo 
antil the formal written permission of the 
Sheik-ul Islam has been given. Moreover, if he 
wishes tomske any appeal to the Paith‘ul, he 
must so appaal throagh this potent priest. 
Withoat the consent of the latter he cannot 
promulgate any new dogms, neither can h 
alter any item of th» Islamic ritaal. Hs mast 
have this high dig: itary about h'm, and mast 
appoint bim ; bat, having made the appoint 
ment, he hss set op his own master and given 
into his hands the mastery of his life and death.

It 
is very fortunate in possessing such an ex- 
cellent Head Mistress as Miss Bachanan, 
who is acoltivated and large-minded woman 
with her heart in the work, and is sided by » 
good staff of teachers, The School will open 
on Wedcesday, September 5th, when the au- 
tumn term begins.

BRITISH SOLDIERS ATTACKED. 

It ia reported that an attack was made on 
two British officers of the Army of Occapa- 
tion in the Abdin district of Cairo on Monday 
night by three Greek subjects. A police officer, 
accompanied by shawishes, speedily arrived 
on the scene of the affray, but experienced 
considerable trouble in quelling the disturbance 
which was caused, and only succeeded in 
arresting two of the threo men, who were 
intoxicated. In the course of the disturbance 
a gas pipe was broken and a fire broke out, 
but Was speedily extinguished. 

So rans the report. We do not intend, 
however, to state these as the exact details 
of the case, which we hold over for confirma- 
tion. We are informed by the Ministry of 
the luterior that two British soldiers were 
attacked on that night, bot at the time of 
our ingviries they were unable to give os 
any partiou'ars of the affray, or state whether 
the victims were cflicers or privates. We 
also made erquiries at the Cairo Headquar- 
tere ot the Army of Occupation and received 
aa a reply that we were the first to have given 
that cffice any information of an attack having 
oconrred. 

The following is the version of the “Journal 
da Caire” : f 

On Monday evening the police officer of 
Abdin district was informed that three natives, 
in a state of intoxication, had sariously assaalt- 
ed two British cflicers in the midan of the 
Opers.

THE YEMEN. 


The two transports bought by the Turkieh 
Government in England have left Smyrna with 
8,000 recroits on board for the Yemen. It 
appears that a disturbance broke out on board 
016 of the vessels, the men objecting to going 
to the Yemen, but the movement was repressed 
withoat difficalty, and the vessels continaed on 
their voyage. ‘I'wo transports arrived at Kavak 
some days ago with recroits from Black Sea 
ports also bound for the Yemen, bat they wa- 
tinied and seized and boond their cfficers, 
refasing at all costs to go to the Yemen, 
whence they declared none of their comrades 
had ever returned. They were willing to die 
for the Sulten in any other part of the Empire 
bet not the Yemen. An aide-de-camp from the 
Saltan was sent on board and after some nego- 
tiation the men received assurances that they 
would not be required to continue their 
voyage. They immediately released their off 
cers and were subsequently landed in Constan- 
tinople were they have been enrolled in the 
regiments of the garrison.

SUAKIN-ATBARA LINE. 


TRAFFIC STOPPED BY WASHOUTS. 


( From oun CoRREspoxDenr. ) 


Suakio, Aagust 29. 

Terrible washouts- have again ocourred in 
several places, and the line has been inter- 
rapted now for over a month. Several bridges 
will have to be added to the Suakin-Atbara 
line so as to allow a free passage of the water, 
which come down in torrents over 1,000 feet 
wide and about 8 to 10 feet deep. The Khors 
ate far too wide tor a few bridges of 100 feet 
span, so that nowthe rash of water with its 
tall force is bound to wash away tbe earth- 
banks adjoining the bridges. Of course these 
large washouts were not foreseen when the 
line was ip construction as this year’s wash- 
oats are the biggest seen for many years. The 
soldiers and Berbereen labourers are working 
very hard under the sapervision of Bimbashis 
Neéwoombe and Lord to make new embank- 
ments where the lines have been washed ont. 
The force of the water was sv strong that it 
washed away heavy iron girders and huge 
rocks for a distance of a few kilometres. 

Tha British steamer.“Langdale” arrived here 
from Eogland onthe 25th inst., with a large 
consignment of rai!way material forthe Saden 
Government Railways, including 11,000 begs 
ef cement and 10 bridges. 

The Rav. Blackledge, Army Chaplain, 
Choroh of Eogland, passed throogh here en 
roote for Kbartoam, and held Divina Service 
in the Saskin Mondirieh chapel on Sunday, 
the 26thinst ; be was assisted by Bimbashi 
Newcombe, R.B., Agent to the Railways at 
Saskin. There was a fair attendance of 
Englishmen in spite of the summer holidays.

Mr. C. M. Heckley, engineer to the Sudan 
Government Railways, has retarned from leave 
of absence, and will relieve Bimbashi New- 
combe, R.B. as Agent td the Sudan Govern- 
ment Railways at Saakin, who is going on 
leave in a few dsys. Mr. Sniarl, Assistant 
Loco Superintendent, Sadan Government Rail- 
ways, has also gone on leave to England, and 
Mr. Bonici, District Locomotive Saperinten- 
dent, will act for Mr. Soiarl daring his 
absence.

ITALIAN SILK IN EGYPT. 


Italy is greatly improving her commerce 
with Egypt, especially in silk. She is now on 
a level with France in her exportation of silk 
into Egypt, and even the French Chamber of 
Commercs in Alexandria foreeees that Italy 
will be the entire mistress of the silk trade in 
Egypt. One reason for this is that Italian silk 
is cheaper and lighter than French silk. Oae 
qoslity especially, called “silk zephyr,” which 
has recently been launched on the Alexandria 
market has met with the greatest favoor. It 
is made plain, striped, figared and embroi- 
dered in open work. Its price varies from 1}f 
to 2}f It is a lovely material for ladies’ 
blouses for sommer, as well as for Orientals to 
wear. It ought to be a success on the English 
market. 


THE TEACHING FACULTY. 


The following are extracts from the report 
of the Commission appointed to examine 
fikihs (school masters) and ari/s (ashers) :— 
Out of 1,825 candidates, 327 j/itihs and 241 
arijs passed the examination ; of these six 
were fikieh and six arifeh, or lady teachers, 
who were granted diplomas. 

The normal schools for the preparation of 
teachers are that of Abdul Aziz, founded in 
1904, that of the Fayoum in 1905, and that 
of Boulac, for lady teachers, in 1903. 

The number of inspectors and assistant 
inspectors last year was 38. 

Gertificates were awarded to 1,356 teachers, 
of whom 682 were /ikihs, 674 ari/, 19 fikihieh 
and 18 arifeh. Seven were Christians.

NEW DRAINAGE SCHEME. 


AN ELECTRIC TRAMWAY. 


(FRom ovr CoRrRESPONDENT.) 


: Beyront, August 27. 

The drainage scheme to which I referred in 
my last notes is beginning to crystallize into 
palpable shape. The Monicipality is now 
buildiog at the end of the Damasoos road,’ 
which opens into the Square, a few meters of 
subterranean vaulted sewer of solid masonry, 
by way of trial, in order to determine the pre- 
cise cost per meter, and thus be in a position 
to properly assess the properties on both sides 
of the roads through which the sewers are 
proposed to be made. I had mentioned that 
the rate of contribution, according to which 
the Manicipality had called upon the proprie- 
tors to subscribe, was fixed at 100 pisstres per 
meter ;, I am now informed by the Mayor, 
who has the credit of being the initiator of 
this excellent scheme, that simultaneously 
with the constraction of the sewers the laying 
of paved sidewalks will be andertaken, and the 
rate of contribation is estimated to amount 
then to LT, 2 per meter of built property. 
This up-to-date system of covered sewerage 
will incaloalably improve the sanitation of the 
town, The fact of Beyroat being built on a 
nataral amphitheatre will, by the rather steep 
inclination of most of the roads, constitute in 
itself a great source of esonomy.-The sidewalks 
prove another boon to the inhabitants. The

is as ludicrous as it is revolting. Carriages, 
cars, tracks, uncouth camels with bulky and 


obstractive burdenr, mules and donkeys with, 


eqaally cambersome loads, and riders cf horses, 
muler, and donkeys, share with the poor pedes- 
train the limited space of our streets. Indeed 
the haman species has the worst part of the 
road, and to cap his miseries, lounging, idle, 
dirty dogs beset his path, and would resent 
with a growl or a snarl any sammary request 
en the part of the passer-by to make way, 
Bat, great as is this noisance of dogs, it has 
its good side, and I, for one, believe that without 
these energetic scavengers heaps of fermenting 
domestic refase woald fill the atmosphere of 
the town with noxious exhalations. ‘These 
scavengers perform their duty at least more 
conscientiously than their paid biped collea- 
gues of the Municipality. PRA 
Electric Tramway. 

The people of Beyrout are awaiting with 
great anxiety the beginnings of this important 
scheme, which is not only calculated to bring 
about a better condition of the roads, and 
develop the town in different ways, but will 
also deliver people of modest means from she 
aprestrained insolence and tyranny of carrisge- 
drivers. It had been said that the Company’s 
engineer was to return here in October next, 
to start the work forthwith. I have been in- 
formed by the President of the Municipality 
that he receatly received a telegram from the 
engineer advising him of bis arrival at Brassels, 
and adding that he was forwarding particulars 
by letter. Although things in the Bast are apt 
to evolve rather slowly, yet in this instance the 
fact of the Electric Tramway Company having 
already bought some land at the outskirts of 
the towa for the erection of its depot station 
is‘an earnest of the accomplishmennt of the 
scheme. 


An American Horse Collector. 

The famous American cartoonist, Mr. Homer 
Davenport, arrived here lately with two 
wealthy Americans enamoured of sport and 
travel. Mr. Davenport has for his main object 
in this visit the purchase of the best Arab 
breds. He has unfortunately been forestalled 
by a party of Italians, who last week sailed 
by the Florio Rubattino steamer with the 
finest specimens of Arab bred horses, destined 
for the Italian Royal studs.[t is said, however, 
that a large tribe of about 1,400 Bedonins 
have migrated lately from the Northetn re 
gions between the Tigris and Buphrates to 
the plains of Hama and Homs, with all their 
cattle and horses, and this may afford this 
American horse collector an exceptional oppor- 
tanity to come acroas some fine specimens, 
withoot having to travel extensively in the 
interior and lose much time and money. In 
the meantime these three travellers are having 
extra fine sport in the bountifal regions around 
Alexandretta and Antioch, and they are said 
to be provided with rifles of the most perfect- 
ed type, mounted with small telescopes for 
long distance shooting. I hear from the 
American Consul that Mr. Davenport is ex- 
pected back here in about a fortnight, and 
that he intends giving a lecture on car'ooning, 
which he may be illustrating with extempore 
rough cartoons on a screen ad hoo. This 
would certainly be a rare occssion.

The Red Terror in Russia, 

The marderous outrage at the house of M. 
Stolypin, the Russian Premier—which, so far 
as its intended victim was concerned, was 
happily a failare—can only awaken horror 
even among the most earnest sympathizers 
with the cause of liberty in Rusaia. M. Stoly- 
piv, bowever ineffective his policy may have 
been, is personally a blameless and amiable 
figure. He took the Premiership with the 
intention of offeri: g moderate reforms, and he 
began by negotiating with leading politicians 
of tbe Ootobrist party for places in his Cabinet. 
If these negotiations proved unsuccessfal and 
M. Stolypin’s position soon became ambiguour, 
it is because the hidden forces of reaction are 
still too strong to ba combated by a statesman 
who holds his mandate not from the people 
but from the Tsar. (‘Times.”’) 


Reaction Before Anarchy. 

Reaction even in its blackest form would be 
preferable to the anarchy of the Terror, Bat 
the choice need not be, and onght not to be, 
between these two extremes. The great 
majority of edacated people in Russia are in 
favour of a Constitutional Monarchy, and 
would gladly rally to the support of the 
Grand Dokes and the Coart, and call together 
a real Cabinet of Reform, without neatralising 
ita political complexion, as was done in the 
case of M. Stolypin’s Cabinet, by the inclasion 
of Ministers purposely chosen to act as a drag 
on their chief. It looks to outsiders as though 
the occasion called for common action on the 
part ot the Octobrists and the-Cadets or Con- 
stitational Democrats who are in general 
agreement on their broad lines of policy—to 
prove to tha world that the Terrorists are not 
the only earnest politicians in Russia.

GERMAN COMPETITION IN THE 
MEDITERRANEAN.

AMERICAN-CONSUL-GENERAL'S 
COMPLAINT. 


The increasing activity of German sbipping 
in the Mediterranean is causing the American 
Consul-General at Marseilles mach anxiety. 

Until a year ago, he states in a recent report, 
the German flag was inconspicuous in: the 
Mediterranean. German steamers to the United 
States and to the Far East called at Italian 
ports only, principally fur passengers and eni- 
grants. ‘Tbe only important ooncern then 
operating from Marseilles was the East Afrian 
Company, with ships going as far as ‘Darlan 
(Natal), Since then a complete charge of policy 
has been adopted, with a consequent feelisg of 
uneasiness among shipowners of other nations, 
and probably also of irritation in circles accus- 
tomed to regard as peculiarly their own that 
large volume of trade handled at Marseilles. 

The firat visible sign of the German shipping 
invasion was the establishment ofa wekly 
line of fine and fast North German Lhyd. 
steamers between Marseilles and Alexandia. 
Next came the announcement of a seni- 
monthly service organised by the Gernan 
Levant and North German Lloyd companies 
between Marseilles Constantinople, Batoim, 
and intermediate ports. 

The North German Lloyd Company ns 
arranged to have its steamers from Australa 
call at Marseilles every month, thos daplict- 
ing present French and British services, md 
it seems a fair inference, although it is mt 
announced, that the same steamers will cll 
at this port on their journey outward. 

Finally , the Hambarg-American Compary 
apnounoes a new monthly service from Mur- 
seilles to the Persian Gulf. Complaint is voied 
in France that this sudden accession of intenst 
on the part of German shipowners in this pirt 
of the world is not explained by traffic reqare- 
ments. At Genos, nomerons German lines all 
regularly, and it is evident that a rainous sys- 
tem is being arranged whereby every regin 
will be connected eventually and made t 
constitute an effixient feeder for-German con- 
merce, and probably also for the heavy Germm 
railway investment in Turkey. 

It is scarcely to be presamed, adds th 
Consul, that old French and British companie, 
which have worked together fairly well in th 
Mediterranean and the Black Sea, will fail » 
anawer this challenge. 

In the recent general sssembly of the stck- 
holders of the Compagnie des Messageies 
Maritimes, the most important of the Freich 
navigation companiss, an increase in the epi- 
tal stock of 30,000,000 francs was authoised 
for the purpose of adding to thé fleet aid to 
assure its fatare. °

Lieutenant Co'oael Lloyd became connected 
with the Royal Sussex Rogiment in February, 
1904, when he was special'y transferred from 
the Somersetshire Light Infantry as second in 
command of his late battalion.
